New York, September 21.—(By As- 
sociated Press.)—Cotton was extreme- 
ly active and excited today, selling 


soon after the market opened at from | 


20 to 39 points above last night’s clos- 
ing figures. The advance was the re- 
sult of a general buying movement, 
probably based on continued firmness 
of Liverpool, bullish private crop re 
ports and the appearance of some- 
what unsettled weather in the south. 

Many recent sellers were credited 
with covering on the advance, which 
carried October contracts up to 11.01, 
and January to 11.67, or nearly $13 
per bale above the low level of last 
season. 

Heavy realizing sales were readily 
absorbed on a reaction of 10 or 16 
points during the morning, and the 
market made still higher levels after 
midday by further bullish crop reports 
and talk of higher southern spot 
markets. 

January contracts sold up to 11.70 
before 2 o'clock, or more than $2 a 
bale above last night’s closing. price, 
and $3.35 a bale above the low level 


of yesterday.

NEW ORLEANS MARKET 
SEETHES WITH ACTIVITY. 

New Orleans, September 21.—Cotton 
bulged a quarter of a cent a pound 
around the opening today, and later 
took another upward movement which 
landed the most active options in the 
future market 39 to 42 points, or more 
than $2 a bale over yesterday’s close. 
New high records were made on all 
months, and it was said buyers were 
paying the highest prices of the sea- 
son for spot cotton. 

The market seethed with activity, 
owing to the sensational rise in Liver- 
pool, which market, according to ru- 
mors, was affected by unfounded re- 
ports of cold weather in the cotton 
belt. Bullish excitement quickly spread 
to the ring. The volume of business 
was large and the market held a firm 
undertone. 


ANTHONY COMSTOCK, 
ANTI-VICE CRUSADER, 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


New York, September 21.—Anthony 
Comstock, of the New York 
Society for the Suppression of Vice, 
died at his home in Summit, N. J., to- 
night after a brief illness. Mr. Com- 
stock, while on his vacation ten days 
ago, contracted a cold, which later de- 
veloped into pneumonia. 

Mr. Comstock was noted for many 
years for his crusades against immor- 
ality. 

In 1873 the New York Society for 
the Suppression of Vice was formed 
by a group of prominent New York 
men and Mr. Comstock was made a 
special agent. He pushed his cam- 
paign in earnest and thousands of ar- 
rests and convictions resulted. 

Through his attacks on exhibitions 
and sales of pictures which were re- 
garded by many as works of art, Mr. 
Comstock remained much in the public 
eye and was often severely criticised.

Of great importance also was the 
indorsement of the Shipp state cotton 
warehouse bill and the request to the 
governor to include it in his call for 
the extra session of the general as- 
sembly, with the virtual assurance 
that he would do so. 

Early in the meeting yesterday 
morning it became apparent that there 
was a sentiment among the delega- 
tion in favor of the bill which Repre- 
sentative Shipp has prepared instead of 
the Parke bill. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
convention to the effect that the farm- 
ers want a state warehouse bill and 
a conference was subsequently held 
with the governor upon this subject. 
In answer to the inquiry as to whether 
wanted a warehouse -bill 
it was pointed out that there were

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DRIVE AT SERBIA 
BY ThE TEUTONS: 
BULGARIA ARMS 


Austro-German Artillery 
Bombarding Serbian Posi- 
tions Along the Border 
Preparatory to Invasion. 


Berlin, September 21.—(Via London.) 
Official reports from Austrian and Gef- 
man headquarters and dispatches from 
the Balkan capitals show that the long 
expected Teuton campaign against Ser- 
bia has begun. Austrian and German 
artillery today is bombarding Serbian 
positions south ef the river frontier 
at va@ous points along the hundred- 
mile front between the mouths of the 
Drina and Morava rivers. 

This action undoubtedly is intended 
as a cover to the throwing of a force 
across the river and the seizure of a 
bridge-head whence the new “steam- 
roller’ can be started. Just where a 
crossing will be attempted is unknown. 

The shortest route to Bulgaria would 
lead through the northeastern corner of 
Serbia, where barely thirty miles of 
Serbian territory intervene between 
the Bulgarian and Hungarian borders. 
The difficult mountainous country, the 
absence of railroads and the proximity 
of the Rumanian (frontier, however 
speak in favor of the old route of the 
Crusaders farther to the west, through 
the broad and fertile Morava valley. 
Through this valley run roads and a 
railway line to Bulgaria and Turkey. 
This railway reaches the Danube at 
two points—Belgrade and Somendria— 
both of which are under bombardment 
today. 

SERB-BULGAR BORDER 
DECLARED WAR ZONE. 

Berlin, September 21.—(By Wireless 
to Sayville.)—‘“It is reported from the 
Balkans,” says the Overseas News 
Agency, “that the Serbian government 
has declared the Serbia-Bulgarian fron- 
tier district a war zone. It is also re- 
ported that Bulgarian troops are con- 
centrated near the Serbian frontier, and 


that German and Austro-Hungarian 


troops have been concentrated since 
a certain date along the Serbian bor- 
der.”

RUSSIANS FIGHT 
FOR CROSSINGS. 


Petrograd, Septefnber A .—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The withdrawal of the Russians 
from Vilna eastward instead of south- 
ward is authoritatively interpreted 
here as proof that the German cavalry 
has been unable seriously to impede 
the Russian retreat. Passing Oshmiany 
and Soly, the Russians are now bat- 
tling for crossings over the Viliya 
river under conditions regarded as fa- 
vorable. The Germans, in their pur- 
suit, have occupied territory only as 
far as the Mereshang river. 

The Russians destroyed the bridges, 
culverts and tunnels along the rail- 
road line, and the roadbed itself where 
it passed through the marshes. It is 
assumed the Germans are now operat- 
ing in three directions, Dvinsk, Lida 
and Molodechno, aiming at a general 
junction at Minsk with forces from 
Slonim.

If these banks ‘did not lend their 
money at high rates they could show 
no profit at the end of each year. It 
is usually an accommodation to the 
farmer to be able to borrow $100 to 
purchase something immediatelv at the 
advantage of, say, 20 per cent discount, 
when he would have to pay much more 
if he bought on credit. In such in- 
stances the small banks are warranted 
in charging such rates as they do— 
the money is worth it to the borrower. 

“The Lowry Natlonal has always 
loaned money at very low rates. and 
seldom has the amount of interest 
charged exceeded 7 per cent. Often 
loans’ have been made by national 
banks in Atlanta at the very low in- 
terest rate of 4 per cent. 

“IT am not inclined to criticise Mr.

Archibald, the American newspaper 
correspondent, when he was apprehend- 
ed at Falmouth while proceeding from 
New York for Rotterdam, seventeen are 
described as having been made public 
and the other as being “in- 
sufficient to warrant publication.” 

Bernstorff Lauded Archibald, 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador to the United States, in one 
letter says that Mr. Archibald “fis pro- 
ceeding to Germany to collect material 
for lectures in the United States in 
the interest of the German cause.” 

In a letter addressed to Archibald, 
Count von Bernstorff says: 

“T have heard with pleasure that you

The documents included a letter from 
Dr. Constantin Theodor Dumba, the 
Austro - Hunagrian ambassador at 
Washington, to Baron von Burian, the 
Austro-Hungarian minister of foreign 
affairs, which criticised Secretary of 
State Lansing’s reply to Baron von 
Burian’s protest against the large de- 
liveries of weapons to the allies. The 
letter declares the legal arguments of 
Mr. Lansing are “certainly very weak,” 
but adds that to return to the question 
is useless, “having regard to the some- 
what self-willed temperament of the 
president.” 

There are three letters from Dr, 
Dumba to Baron von Burian, dated Au- 
gust 20. The first is a letter already 
published relating to proposals for the 
prevention of the production of war 
material, or the disorganization of mu- 
nitions factories in the United States. 
The second criticises Secretary of State 
Lansing’s reply to Baron von Burian’s 
protest against the delivery of weapons 
to the allies. 

Letter of Dr. Dumba, 

The letter of Dr. Dumba, dated Au-« 
gust 20, says: 

‘The reply of Secretary of State Lan- 
sing to the note of the 29th of June, 
in which your’ excellency protested. 
against the enormous deliveries of 
weapons and munitions to the allies 
from the United States, was published 
here—I do not know whether with the 
agreement of the Austrian government 
—on the 16th ultimo.

Letters From Unknown Persons. 


“Letters and documents from people 
with whom we have neither been in 
touch nor negotiated, and whose iden- 
tity is not even known to us, are 
paraded with huge headings to catch 
the eye, as though they were evidence 
of actual negotiations with us or were 
matters the bearing of which we knew 
of and for which we were responsible. 
It gives the impression as if every in- 
dividual who makes some stupid pro- 
posal or other in a letter will be made 
use of to discredit the responsible 
accredited representative of a friendly 
government. This goes so far that 
that often qifite absurd viewS\or pro- 
posals are made use of to accuse me 
and the members of my staff of disloy- 
alty to the country whose protection 
and friendship we enjoy and know how 
to cherish and against whom we are 
guilty of no offense or abuse. 

“It is asserted that the documents 
show that the German government are 
concerning themselves with the acqui- 
sition of munition factories and war 
material, while at the same time they 
or their allies demand the prohibition 
of the export of arms and munitions 
and support a propaganda in favor of 
this. This is represented as illogical 
and evidence of our malafides. 

“I say most positively that our atti- 
tude does not justify such an interpre- 
tation, and that the negotiations which 
appear contradictory are entirely logi- 
cal. Up to the present the purchase 
of a munitions of war material fac- 
tory has neither been completed nor 
prepared for by agreements nor other- 
wise arranged for. 

Duty to Block War Exports. 

“Even if Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary had hoped that the prohibition 
of exports would result and had ex- 
pected that the behavior of Great Brit- 
ain, who, contrary to international law, 
has snatched for herself control as re- 
gards neutral countries and the sea 
and has destroyed neutral trade, would 
lead to prompt retaliation of the same 
character, yet we regarded it as our 
right and duty, so long as Great Brit- 
ain continued her piracy on the high 
seas, to protect ourselves against this 
international system of robbery by 
placing difficulties as far as possibile 
in the way of the export of war mate- 
rials for the allies, either by the pur- 
chase of factories or war material, in 
spite of the fact that for the present 
we are not in a position to make use 
of these goods for our own protection. 

“I cannot understand on what 
grounds criticism of our behavior in 
this respect can be based. If we pos- 
sessed the means and opportunities, we 
would buy up every munitions factory 
in the United States of America, if in 
this way we could deprive the enemy 
of munitions, and our proceeding would 
certainly not involve a lack of logic 
or malafides. 

“In order to indicate the worthless- 
ness and misleading character of the 
publications of which I am complaining, 
I should like to quote some passages 
from an official document handed by 
the German embassy tothe state de- 
partment on June 12, 1915. 


Germany Proposed te Buy War Mate- 
rial, 


“From this your excellency can see 
that not only were we far from at- 
tempting to carry out our proposed 
purchases of war material in secret, 
but that we explained our intentions 
fully to the state department, and even 
offered to sell them any or all the ma- 
terials: 

“If the German government dur- 
ing the course of the war should con- 
sider it advisable to purchase arms, 
ammunition and other war material in 
the United States, it could do so for 
no other purpose than to prevent them 
falling into the hands of the allies, 
her enemy. The right of Germany to 
effect such purchases could not be 
questioned. Such purchases could not 
form a danger to the United States, 
but to some extent would serve in 
the limitation to the casualties of the 
war, thus serving humanity. Such pur- 
chases, furthermore, would ,serve the 
particular interests of the United 
United States. For you must remem- 
ber that if the German government 
should even consider it advisable to 
purchase war materials in the United 
States it would do so knowing that de- 
livery to Germany could not be se- 
cured and that no use of the pur- 
chased material could be hoped for dur- 
ing the war. ; 

“Tt will readily be understood, 
therefore, that the German government

“It is inevitable that the holder of} 
an official position such as I occupy 
as the representative of one of the 
great nations who are involved in this | 
unfortunate world-war, should receive!

would at any time be willing, and, in- 
deed, glad to sell or transfer to the 
United States government any or all 
the material it had purchased. Instead 
of depriving this country of any part 
of her resources, the purchases by Ger- 
many would insure the retention with- 
in this country of any material it might 
purchase. 

“"From the German point of view, 
purchases of this kind by the govern- 
ment of war material manufactured in 
the United States while it would in- 
volve the sacrifice of large sums of 
money, would be justified alone by the 
consideration of the humane effects 
such as the purchases might accom- 
plish in saving the lives of German sol- 
diers, whom, in the hands of the allies, 
this war material would wound or slay.’

A letter from Captain von Papen,

“You can imagine the sensation 
among the Americans. Unfortunately, 
some very important things from my 
report were among them, such as the 
buying of liquid chlorine, and about 
the Bridgeport Projectile company, as 
well as documents regarding the buy- 
ing up of phenol, from which explo- 
sives are made, and the acquisition of 
Wright's aeroplane patent. 

“But things like that must occur. 
It seems quite likely we will meet 
again soon. The sinking of the Adri- 
atic (sic) may well be the last straw. 
I hope in our interests the danger will 
blow over. How splendid ‘on the east- 
ern front? 

“I always say to these idiot yankees 
that they had better hold their tongues. 
It is better to look at all this hero- 
ism with full admiration. My friends 
in oe army are quite different in this 
way.’

‘DEBT TREBLED, 
~ TAXES DOUBLED. 
BY GREAT BRITAIN 


Greatest War Budget in the 
World’s History Presented 
to the Commons by Chan- 

.cellor of Exchequer. 


London, September 21.—The greatest 
war budget in the world’s history was 
introduced in the house of commons to- 
day by Reginald McKenna, chancellor 
of the exchequer, as another step to- 
ward financing the war, which is now 
costing Great Britain nearly $25,000,000 
daily. 

New military requirements 
changed methcds of warfare have cre- 
ated overnight additional expenditures 
which had not been reckoned with 
even in the comparatively recent esti- 
mates of David Lloyd-George, the mu- 
nitions minister, necessitating in this 
budget, the third since the outbreak of 
hostilities, the most drastic and far- 
reaching taxes in the history of the 
country, and invclving even free trade. 

To Discourage Imports. 

Hereafter automobiles, bicycles, mov- 
ing picture films, clocks, watches, mu- 
sical instruments, plate glass and hats 
will pay a tax of 33 1-3 per cent ad 
Valorem, though, as Mr. McKenna ex- 
plained, the objects of such taxation 
are “purely temporary and without re- 
gard to a,permanent effect on trade,” 
being primarily desigined to 
age imports and the 
exchange situation.

Spirits and beer, which have been the| 
subject of so much agitation, remained | 


untouched. The principal blow fell on 
incomes, the existing tax on incomes 
not only being jumped 40 per cent, but 
its scope widened so as to catch even 
working men earning as litt'te as $14 
weekly. 

The very wealthy must contribute 
to the government more than one-third 
of their revenue. 

The one cent mail will be abolished 
entirely and the weight heretofore car- 
ried in the mails for two cents will 
be reduced. The rate on telegrams, 
which is twelve cents for twelve words, 
is imcreased to eighteen cents, and 
there is also to be a proportionate in- 
crease in telephone charges. 

The sugar tax, though largely in- 
creased, will mean only am extra penny 
per pound burden for the general pub- 
lic, for the sale of all sugar is now 
regulated by the royal commission, 
which will reduce the price to refiners 
and dealers. | 

General debate on the budget is”yct 
to be held, but it was apparent that 
Mr. McKenna’s suggestions were re- 
ceived by a virtually unanimous house. 
The chancellor said incidentally that 
he would call on the country for an- 
other war loan. 

Fiscal Theories Go by Board. 

Fiscal] theories must go by the board, 
Mr. McKenna declared. ‘rhe chancel- 
lor was actuated by the twefold prin- 
ciple of raising additiona! funds and 


enforcing economy on all classes by 
means of taxation. 


Mr. McKenna estimated that the gov- 


ernment’s revenue for the current year 
would be £272;000,000 ($1,360,000,000); 
that the expenditures would reach £1,- 
590,000,000, and that thé dead weight of 


debt at the close of the financial year, 


would be £2,200,000,000. 

Mr. McKenna proposed an addition 
of 4@ per cent €o the existing income 
tax and the taxation of all incomes of 
£130 (3650) or more. The present 
minimum is £160. : 

The chancellor also proposed an in- 
crease on the duty on sugar to $2.24 
per hundredweight. 

Mr. McKenna, in explaining his pro- 
posal to other excess profits, said a 
special tax would be levied on all 
concerns dealing in war supplies at 
the rate of 50 per cent on all profits 
above $500, taking the profits of the 
concerns in 1915 as the basis tor levy- 
ing the tax. Concerns with normal 
profits will pay the usual income tax. 
The chancellor estimated that the reve- 
nues from this source in a full year 
would aggregwte $150,000,000. 

An all-round increase of of per cent 
in the duty on «ea, coffee, chicory, to- 
paceo, dried fruits and other articles 
was suggested, and also an increase of 
100 per cent on patent medicines. 

An increase in postal rates is ex- 
pected to bring in $14,875,000. The 
chancellor plans to abolish the half 
penny postage and to impose ad- 
ditional charges on telephone and ¢ele- 
graph messages. 

A tax of 331-3 cents ad valorem on 
all imported motor cars, bicycles, mov- 
ing picture films, clocks, watches, 
musical instruments, plate glass and 
hats also was put forward. 


Unprecedented Burdens. 


It took Mr. McKenna nearly two 
hours to reveal the secrexs of his bud- 
get. His opening sentence, however, 
left no doubt as to its drastic charac- 
ter. < 

“T must ask the house,” he said, “to 
sanction great and unprecedented bur- 
dens. fam confident that if the pro- 
posed taxes are assented to by the 
house they will be accepted by the 
country.” 

Mr. McKenna said the revenue for 
the current year would be £272,000 000 
and the expenditure - £1,590,000,000. 

“Our national wealth is great,” he 
continued, “and this debt will not crip- 
ple our resources. But we must not 
overlook the strain which such an ex- 
penditure will impose on our sources 
of supply. It will be necessary to 
borrow again.” 

Referring to the gigantic total of ex- 
penditures, the chancellor said the navy 
was costing £190,000,000 and the army 
£715,000,000. The country ‘also had to 
bear external advances amounting to 


£423,000,000. The total daily rate of 
expenditure would bé upwards of 
£4,500,000, and in the latter part of the 
year might rise to £5,000,000. 

Ordinary services, he said, absorbed 
£170,900,000, excluding the army and 
navy, but including provisions for the 
national debt. 

He pointed out it was necessary to 
impose a tax for purposes purely tem- 
porary without regard to the perma- 
nent effect on trade. Consideration 
must be given to rates of the foreign 
exchanges and imports must be re- 
stricted. 

Income Tax Main Standby. 

“If by taxation we can restrict im- 
ports, reduce consumption and bring 
revenue,” he continued, “we shall have 
found an ideal fiscal system.” 

The main standby of Mr. MeKenna 
was the income tax. He proposed, he 
said, to add 40 per cent to the: existing 
income tax rate, combined with im- 
proved machinery for assessing em- 
ployees and relieving cases in which 
there had been a falling off in income 
of more than 10 per cent. In addition 
to reducing the exemption limit from 
£160 to £130 a far-reaching alteration 
was proposed permitting payments by 
half yearly installments, For em- 
ployees of all descriptions both the as- 
sessment and the collection are to be 
quarterly. The effect of these changes 
for the present year, the chancellor 
estimated, will be to bring in £11,274,- 
000 and for the full fiscal year £37,- 
400,000. - 

The super tax is to be increased on 
incomes of {8,000 and over from 34 
pence to 42 pence per pound. 

This will produce in the current year 
additional revenues of £2,150,000. 

It was proposed to introduce a spe- 
cial tax on profits which had increased 
during the war. Fifty per cent of the 
proceeds above the amount assessed 
for the income tax last year will be 
subject to the tax.

In his new book Dr. Davis points out the 
sources of error in the present colorometric 
method of determining nitrates soils as 
used by the soil chemists 
ologists everywhere. The

salts are present, the loss of nitrates’ in the 
determination may be as large as 7b per 
cent. His method enables one to recover 
all nitrates in the soil regardless of the 
kind and the amount of other salts present. 

Dr. Lipman, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, has perh&ps done tie greatest amvunt 
of work on nitrates He recently published 
a bulletin in which he shows that although 
potash alum is the best flocculent that can 
be used In preparing the soil solutions, yet 
its use must be discarded by chemists since 
it occasions too great losses in nitrate de- 
terminations. Mr. Davis shows by his meth- 
od that all nitrates present can recovered 
when potash alum is used as a flocculent. 

Mr. Davis’ complete work will be pub- 
lished in the October number of The Journal 
of the American Chemical Society. 

Mr. Davis has been with the Normal 
school for the past year. He is a B. 8. A. 
of the University of Tennessee and an 
M. S. A. of the Iowa State college, and has 
nearly completed the required 
work for the Ph. D. degree at 
of Wisconsin.

Mr. Blalock told the governor 
much had already been done in hand- 
ling the dope situation with the co- 
operation of the druggists, the physi- 
cians and the police of Atlanta and 
other cities and towns of the state. 
He pointed out that unexpected results 
had been obtained at the hospital be- 
ing conducted in Atlanta, but said that 
the situation could not be conclusively 
deal with unless there were appropria- 
t.ons from the state.

WATERWAYS MEETING 
S HELD IN COLUMBUS 


Water Routes Practically As- 
sured to East, West and 
Orient. 


Columbus, Ga., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An all-water route from Colum- 
bus by the Chattahoochee river through 
the St. Andrews bay canal and on the 
boats of the Gulf and Southern Steam- 
ship company to the east via Tampa, 
to the Orient by the Panama canal 
and to the west via New Orleans, was 
the keynote of a meeting held here 
this afternoon, which was attended by 
steamship men representing three lines 
and business men representing many 
cities. 

The possibility of the all-water routes 
was made through the offer of W. C. 
Bradley, of the Bradley lines, to take 
freight of the St. Andrews bay canal, 
by Dave Callahan, who operates a line 
on the lower rivers through the canal, 


with Tampa and New Orleans. 

The keynote of the meeting was first 
to assure these connections, use them 
and then show the government what was 
being done with the present depth of 
the river, and then.ask congress for 
the appropriations necessary to give a 
deeper channel. 

WwW. Bradley stated that certain 
freight is shipped down the river now, 
as every one knows, but what is wanted 
is deeper water, so “heavier loads 


can gO. 

M. Churchill, government engi- 
investigating the possibilities of 
the river, urged a greater use of the 
water that is already at hand, stating, 
not in his Official capacity, that is the 
only way to get deeper water.

New York, September 21.—Borrow- 
ers and lenders of the vast sum sought 
in America by Great. Britain atid 
France were said tonight to be in vir- 
tual aceord on all details of the pro- 
posed loan except two. These, it was 
said, were not of prime 
Formal proclamation of the success of 
negotiations is expected within three 
or four days, perhaps sooner. 

A rough inventory of what was ac- 
complished today, it was said, would 
read about as follows: 

Members of New York’s so-called 
pro-German banking houses will help 
float the loan. 

Munitions of War. 

Munitions of war no longer enter 
into the topics discussed. While it 
cannot be guaranteed that they will be 
excluded from the loan’s operation, it 
is the present tentative plan to con- 
tinue paying for them by shipments 
of gold and American securities. 

The size of the loan has been defi- 
nitely agreed to, subject, of course, 
to eleventh-hour revision.
